Judy Bradley’s article on scholarships 
and loans it: seems quite comprehensive listing the many: scholar- 
ships. However, there was mention of only one alumni scholar- 
ship, the Peter, Kiewit-Alumni Engineering one, 

Mv.:Kiewit' contributed the first $6,000.0f this scholarship and 
other alumni. have given another $6, 600: to make it self-sustaining. 

Besides the Kiewit-Alumni Scholarship, the Alumni Associa- 
tion each year pays for. the Wilfred Payne Liberal Arts Scholar- 
ship’ ($300 a year); the Glenn L. Martin’ Scholarship ($200 a year); 
the Daniel E. Jenkins Honor Scholarship ($300'a year); the Pen 
& Sword-Bootstrap Scholarship ($500-600 a year) and the Sall- 


quist Family Scholarship ($400 a year).
